rains and renewed efforts in replanting Lav 
finally secured stands of average completi 
ness. The percentage of increase in area 
ast year's cr»p being the basis ofcompar 


son, 
is as follows: North Carolina, 10; Sout 


larolina, 0; Georgia, 12; Florida, 10; Ala 
bama, 11; Mississippi, 10; Louisiana, 11 
Texas, 18; Arkansas, 16; Tennessee, 12. 


The average increase throughout the cot 
on States will approximate thirteen pe 
cent. Texas has naturally made tho larges 
elative increase, not only having enjoyed 
avorable season for planting,but also.durin,] 
ho past year, having received acessious o 
migrants, who are cotton planters. 


The condition of the plant throughout th 


:otton section is very nearly a full average 
ioparatlng the Atlantic from the more West- 
iru Stales, the former stand a little below an 
.verage; the latter are fully up to the stand 
,rd of fair condition. The drought which 
irevailed in April and tho first half ol Ma; 
lelayed growth, and cold nights In the mon 
northern belt had a further retarding effect 
>ut the abundant rains and genial tempera 
,ure 
which folk wed have wonderfully in 


vleorated and advanced the crop.

We learn Trnm the Providence Journal, 


that yesterday morning, about half-put 
10 o'cloek, the Stillwater Manufacturing 
Company's mill was entirely dostroyedby 
fire. The flre was discovered In tho second 
story in a room back of the weave room, and 
lollowed the elevator to the remainder of the 
mill. 
Tho men employed were mostly at 


church, but soor. arrived at the scena,»nd 
got water on as soon as possible, but the 
flames had spread so sapidly that they were 
beyond control, and in three quarters of »n 
hour, the mill and nearly all its contents 
were totally destroyed. 
The stock iu the 


finishing room was saved by the efforts of 
tho men.

Tho 
mill and uiaeuioery wero insured for ?101,- 
000 in mutual companies, here and else- 
where, and the loss on tho same will amount 
to $100,000 more than insurance. The cause 
of the fire is probably spontaneous combus- 
tion. Tlie watchmen went through the 
mill half an hour before the flro was discov- 
ered, when everything was apparently as It 
should be.
